I. For tvo years S& division tee node intensive efforts to effect a 
broadening of the hat local Gowaittee for Free Albania to include representa- 
tive* of two parties not pre sent ly asabers. One of these parties, the Belli 
Koahetar Organisation led by All Kliasura, splintered from ths Belli Keoheter 
(Agrarians) late In 1950 bat has sines sought to he readmitted to the Com- 
mittee as a party In its own right. During prolonged negotiations within 
the SOFA, however, it has bseeae evident that further attempts to fsree e 
broadening of the Committee against the wishes of its present leadership 
would bo likely to disrupt the Cessalttee altogether. In this connection, 
tbs. division has recently received information suggesting that the 3.K.O. 
leaders asy be centeagdating an appeal to Senator HoCarthy for an investl- 
gatios by his eub-Coaadttee,

a. A letter dated 14 March 1953 Area Balia Bsgsja, Secretary* 
General of the fi.K.O. and its representative la Saw York, addressed 
to All Klisswa daring the latter's recent political trip to Greece, 
was intercepted by the Greek Service and passed to CIA by our liaison. 
The letter assured Klissura, among ether things, that nothing would 
be dons in the natter of forming a "real Coamlttee* of nationalist, 
esti-Frisrea element# (Xugesi&v supported) “until the ease of the 
fiatleml Committee for Free Albania would bo brought before Senator

3* While the above threat my repreaont merely a nebulous blackmail 
attempt on the part of the B.&.Q. , such an investigation wight appear suf- 
ficiently profitable for the dissident elements in the Albanian emigration

findiny threats to solicit the aid of various Soa graasloBal leaders a gains t

4, the division is taking this opportunity to taring a potential aaherrass- 
neat to the attention of the appropriate authorities, in view of the serious 
canaaquenees to CIA-controlled emigre operations of any active investigation 

by the Senate Investigating Cowaittee. this would apply not only to the ease 
of the Albanians but else to ether Eastern European groupings which any be 
dissatisfied with their trsatseat or position vis-a-vis the MGPK,

into the coapoaition and activities of the KGPA in Boas would alaoat ewrtaisly 
reveal cur direct operational support of tbs Coaalttee end critically undar- 
adne whatever controls we are now able to exert. Moreover, the unfavorable 
publicity likely to result from an investigation of this nature into the 
Gassalttee, bath individually and collectively, would probably render it 
coaqplstsly ineffective as a political front, 

6, In light of the above, the division requests, with the concurrence 
of BSP, that the legislative Counsel bo alsrtod to the situation as it new 
stands. It say also be possible, through his authorised contacts, to ascertain 
whether any approach has, in fact, bees sad* to Senator McCarthy's eemsittee 
by the Albanian group in question, and to advise us if and when such a move 

is cade. 
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
